Whatever may be the ullimnte ro- 
salt of the negotiations novir pondinu 
tor the Uaioa of the Colonies— 
whether in the coarse of events tbi 
selfish, grasping men who hold lucra 
tive poaitiona undor the Govern- 
ment of tlio fiisior Colony, •will be 
forced by Llio voxpopuli of the Colony 
that 18 80 unhappy as to be ruled bj 
them, to give way and consent to Baori> 
fice their own interests lor the publi( 
good — or whether wo are to remain as 
DOW lastreless gems in the Jiritisli 
Crown — will matter but little to the 
people who, by the force of circum- 
Btances have been thrown together hen 
and by common interests are bound to 
the land in which they are endeavor- 
ingto rear homes. We say, wbatovui 
. may be the result of the Union nego- 
tiations taalt-a.dozen years honcc, 
will matter but littio to the prosont 
generation, because a remedy, if pro- 
vided then, will bo of little or no use 
to those now hero. What is wanted iu 
immediate relief for tho great and 
pressing necessities of to-day. The 
Sill before Parliament and the dos-< 
patches of Mr Seymour — the voracious 
Governor of tho sister Colony — have 
placed Union out of the question for 
many years to come; and all tho 
efforts we may make in that direction 
will prove futile until British Coi 
lumbia declares by; Convention, 
or by a vote of her Legislature, 
that she desires Union as ardently 
as Vancouver Island, and thai 
she is diposed to extend her oarnosi 
oo'operation in bringing about ai) 
equitable and sensible arrangement. 
Unconditional Union is out of the 
qaestion. The public see bow disas- 
trous would be the eflfeot of tho Union 
Bill if it were allowed to go into fores, 
and thoy see how vain were the hop 
that bad been built upon tho sandy fouo!

a Governor and a genlleotan. Even 
were the details of che proposed Union
